A situation is developing in Lindsay which could 
prove troublesome, in fact is arriving at that point now. 
It has to do with Lindsay's Police Dept. accepting after- 
hour and emergency telephone calls for other depart- 
ments of the Town and some not actually within the 
realm of Town operations. 

At the present moment the Lindsay Police Depart- 
ment is called upon to answer the telephone for the 
Victorian Order of Nurses, the Board of Works and 
Lindsay Hydro (after-hour emergencies). It also has 
a working arrangement with the Lindsay Fire Depart- 
ment. The possibility of further demands being made 
on the police department’s time was raised at this 
week's meeting of Town Council when a request was 
made from Consumers’ Gas Company for an after-hour 
service. 

We feel that while the police department is willing 
to cooperate, it is time for those in authority to recog- 
nize that every time a demand of this nature is made 
upon police personnel. they have that much less time 
to devote to actual police duty. It will be necessary to 
determine to what extent th beyond the call of duty” 
service shall be permitted to grow and it is apparent that 
it shows every promise of developing further grow- 
ing pains. 


Turning Back The Calendar 


FEBRUARY 5, 1948, 

Ten years ago a Lindsay taxi-driver Elwood Moynes, 
had his two-week old taxi business snatched from him 
when he was kidnapped ana given a fast ride to Toronto 
and robbed. The cab was recovered on the Don-Mea- 
dow Road in Toronto. Moynes told Toronto police he 
picked up two men at the Kent Hotel around seven 
o'clock who asked him to drive out number seven high- 
way. When he reached the outskirts of town one of 
them drew a gun and ordered him out from behind the 
wheel. “They knew the roads and that was the fastest 
ride I ever had”, Moynes told police. When we reached 
Don Valley Roadway they ordered me out of the car af- 
ter taking my drivers cap & $5.00. Queen City police who 
informed the Lindsay force that the car had been picked 
up were continuing their search for the two thugs in 
Toronto and district. 


FEBRUARY 5, 1933. 

Twenty-five years ago the death of Rev. Dr. Thomas 
Manning, who was a former pastor of Cambridge 
Ctreet Methodist Church, now First United Church, 
took place at his home at 86 Walmsley Boulevard, 
Toronto. Dr. Manning was well known in many centres 
of Ontario in which he preached as a Methodist minister 
for 47 years.

Current Appeal To 
Rescind Novel Ban 
Branded by Feinberg 


Toronto, Feb. 1 (BUP—A prom- 
inent Toronto religioiis leader has 
branded the current Varrif Board 
hearings in Ottawa of an appeal to 
rescind the ban on an American 
novel “A Satire on Democracy.” 

Rabbi Abraham L. Feinberg of 
Toronto's Holy Blossom Temple 
told his Sabbath Eve congregation 
that the Ottawa decision on “Pey- 
ton Place” could “lead to serious 
abridgements of freedom” for Can- 
adian citizens. 

He said, “three meu presumably 
trained to decide the amount of 
import duty on steel wire are be- 
ing asked ... to judge the motives 
and effect of a novel that portrays 
the complex depths of erotic pas- 
sion.” 

The Rabbi continued, ‘“police- | 
power over the right of Canadians 
to choose their own reading matter 
is a form of thought-ecntro] which 
reflects on the maturity of Cana- | 
dian citizens, diminishes their diz- 
nity and can lead to serious abridge- 
ments of freedom.” 

He charged that the publicity 
accorded the book aua the hear- 
ings would encourage teen-agers 
to “make certain” to read the nov- 
el, if they had not already don, so. 

Rabbi Feinberg said, “it is dub- 
ious in value, and dangerous 
precedent, to attempt to change the 
quality of that imported ‘culure’ 
(from the United States) by con- 
ducting a book-inquisition with the 
aid of witnesses who evidentiy 
have strong personal interest | or 
prejudice.” 

He advised the government to} 
entrust the judging of the book to | 
“men who have dedicated their | 
lives to a study of human morals | 
and literature—and that does not | 
necessarily mean preachers if} 
some brake must be placed on the 


in 


flow of harmful literature into 
Canada.” 
Rabbi Feinberg suggested that 


Canada adopt a criterion that 
“holds that the duty cf the law is 
to refrain from meddling in the 
private lives of citizens except where 
this is necessary to preserve public 
order and decency” as he sald 
Britain’s . recent report of the 
“Wolfenden Committte on Homo- 
sezxua] Offences and Prostitution? 
does. 

He said, “such a criterion should | 
be adopted, and rigidly applied, in 
the cas, of alleged pornogrophy. | 
Let no restriction ever be placed on 
a book until !t be proved beyond 
doubt to imperil pubile order and | 
decency.”

Cost of living advances 
- after two-month decline 


(British United Press) 


The cost of living is on the 
climb again after a two-month de- 
cline. 

The Bureau of Statistics {n Ot- 
tawa announced today that the 
consumer price index rose 13 in 
January to 123.4, compated to 123.1 
a month earlier. It brought the 
index back to its October 1957 
high after declines totaling 3 in 
November and December. 


The Bureau blamed rises in food 
and “other” commodities and ser= 
vices indices for the all-over boost. 

Rent remained fairly steady dur- 
ing the month and the shelter in- 
dex was Up only slightiy from 136.6 
to 186.7. The clothing index, re- 
flecting a large number of Janu- 
ary sales, fell significantly trom 
109.9 to 1088 despite higher prices 
for footwear. 
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RESTRICTIVE BYLAWS... 

Many groups of business people in numerous Ont- 
ario centres have handed themselves together to re- 
strain themselyes (and others) from engaging in free 
enterprise. They have gone about this by petitioning 
their respective municipal councils to pass local by- 
Jaws which prohibit them from conducting business 
other than at certain specific times. The weakness 
and the unfair thing about this type of legislation lies 
in the fact that it takes away from the individual the 
right to work as hard as he sees fit at his business if it 
happens to come under the control of one of these by- 
Jaws which govern hours of trade. 

There is evidence that some business people are 
giving a good deal of thought to the doubtful wisdom 
of passing such legislation. It would appear from all 
indications that legislation of this type is not desired 
by many of those affected and is tolerated only because 
of the fear of being unpopular. In other words many 
of those who subscribe to such petitions publicly have 
reservations which they cling to despite “herd pres- 
sure”. 

At the present moment the concern to which we 
refer is being expressed in the automotive service field. 
A quiet but fact-finding survey is being carried out 
right now to determine what effect these restrictive by- 
laws are having on the trade, The overall findings of 
the study would no doubt make interesting reading and 
might open the eyes of many who now prefer to close 
them rather than risk “herd criticism” whenever the 
matter is open for discussion. 

A contemporary points out some ridiculous as- 
pects of these local ordinances in a weekend editorial: 

“When Young street marchants are warned that 
they face prosecution if they stay open at night in con- 
travention of early closing bylaws it merely draws at- 
tention again to the contradictions and inequities of 
the bylaws. How fair is a law which compels a butcher 
shop to close at 7 p.m. because its main commodity is 
meat, yet allows a delicatessen next door to sell meat 
until 8.30 p.m.? How sensible is a law which says it 
is legal for a combined butcher shop and grocery store 
to remain open after 7 p.m. only if it sells more groceries 
than meat? 

“The bylaws covering retail] stores and different 
trades and services are shot full of contradictions that 
are as absurd as they are arbitrary. Last month Board 
of Control appeared to recognize that this was the case 
and ordered a review of the bylaws to determine how 
they may be amended. 


“THE DRINKS ARE ON YOU!" 

The above is the caption of an article which was 
distributed in the Haliburton area previous to the re- 
cent plebiscite in that village. The article was a reprint 
from the periodical “Together”. 

While the article or its distribution did not prevent 
the “wet” forces from “carving the day” in Haliburton, 
we fee] the following excerpts from the article contain 
sobering observations: 


“In Mecklenburg County, N.C., a newspaper re- 
porter found alcoholism was costing at least $22 million 
a year in ‘measurable’ losses. Then he wrote: “Add 
the cost of slowdowns in production, the total cost of 
of drunks and/or alcoholics, along with the weekend- 
binge boys, and it comes to something nearer $50 mil- 
lion a year for Mecklenburg alone. That in itself is 
fantastic. But when you also add the uncountable cost 
in broken homes, broken hearts, broken minds, and 
broken spirits, drunks in Mecklenburg come unbeliey- 
ably high.” 

“That's the way it is all over. Drunks come unbe- 
lievably high. The liquor advertisements would have 
you believe that the key to gracious living is a snifter; 
that any fool can handle his booze; that liquor taxes 
are a boon to the public treasury. 

“Next time you hear that line, remember—it's 
malarky. There's only one person picking up the tab 
on the bill for crime, accidents, wastage, medical care, 
smashed lives, relief payments, and all the many social 
breakdowns that liquor brings. ‘ 

“That's you, John Q. And as long as you're willing 
to grin and bear it, they'll keep sticking you with it— 
but good. 

Footnote by the Haliburton Committee 

“Tf you finished reading the foregoing article you 
are probably now saying ‘So what’ that’s the States, 
not Canada’. We agree with you, but what is the rea- 
son that there are practically forty alcoholics in every 
thousand and that the States has the second highest 
rate of alcoholics in the world? It is the very fact that 
liquor is wide open and easy to get. Read that last sen- 
tence over again. Is not this what ig hoped for in Hali- 
burton, to make liquor easy to get? And just in case 
you think Canada Js ‘diffreent’, here is a quotation from 
an address by Dr. Ferguson of the University of To- 
ronto. “A recent study has shown that during the last 
ten years the rate of admissions for alcoholism to Ca-. 
nadian mental hospitals has more than trebled"t (300%, 
as against a population increase of 19% over the same 
period),”

'S HOSPITAL INSURANCE OUR GREATEST NEED? 

This question is asked by “The Rural Scene” which 

makes' these interesting observations: 
f “It doesn’t require yery lofty humanitarian prin- 
ciples to frighten people into demanding government 
insurance against an evil that is sure to strike some of 
us some time in our hives, but is far from being the worst 
or the most certain of the many evils to which we are all 
exposed. 

“The demand for compulsory hospital insurance 
has been worked up by politicians who are more inter- 
ested in the people's votes than in their health. 

“The threat of one small political party to make a 
door-to-door canvass in support of a national health 
po , lias stampeded the provincial and the. federal 
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governments into plunging into a Hospital Plan without 
due consideration of the need for such a plan as com- 
pared with other needs that will have to be neglected if 
the people are compelled to pay for hospital insurance. 

“One would have thought that, before pledging so 
much of the people's earnings to this hastily-devised and 
ill-considered hospital plan, the governments would 
have weighed all the needs of the people against their 
ability to pay,and then decided which evils should be 
Insured against first, and what would be the best way 
of doing it. 

“Not for a minute would we belittle the importance 
of the people’s health. But this Hospital Plan does 
nothing to insure our Health. Allits aims to do is to pay 
the hospital bills of the limited number who will be for- 
tunate enough to get hospital treatment when they need 
it. i 

“As our hospitals are already crowded to their 
capacity, they will not be able to-accommodate any 
more people than they do now; and this condition will 
continue till enough hospitals are built to serve the 
needs of us all. 

The doctors and nurses we now have are all work- 
ing to the limit of their capacity; and it will take years 
to train enough of these to serve all the people who will 
be entitled to such services under the plan. 

“But the plan makes no provision for increasing 
either the number of hospitals or the number of pro- 
fessional workers to staff them.” 


CIGARETTES AND LUNG CANCER 

There seems to be little doubt in the minds of mem- 
bers of the British medical fraternity concerning the 
link between heavy cigarette smoking and cancer of 
the lung. An extensive survey carried out among mem- 
bers of the medical profession of Great Britain has con- 
vinced them that heavy cigarette smoking is, beyond 
doubt, a causative factor in lung cancer. 

In the wake of the survey, there has been an ad- 
monition to the general public to at least reduce their 

_ cigarette consumption if they cannot stop entirely. A 
leading authority on the subject, interviewed on tele- 
yision last night, said it was his opinion that the best 
way to cut down on cigarette smoking was to do it 
abruptly . . . no scaling down gradually but rather a 
sharp and immediate curtailment of the number 
smoked. This docior was asked what safe limits might 
be put on cigarette smoking and he declared that a per- 
son smoking under 20 per day was not likely to come 
to much grief from the standpoint of contracting lung 
cancer. But he did not say that anyone smoking up to 
20 a day could rest entirely assured that they would 
not contract lung cancer. 

A few days previous to this interview, and just 
after the findings had been made public, one authority 
made a recommendation which, to us, seems worthy of 
repeating and emphasizing: He urged that every en- 
couragement be given young people to refrain from 
smoking until they were 21 years old. 

When we look back, it’s likely many of us can remem- 
ber the application of just such a recommendation in 
our own lives. It was not unusual for parents to offer 
their children a reward if they abstained from smok- 
ing until they attained the age of 21. Not many of us 
who were honest with our parents can recall collecting 
the reward but we must recognize that there existed 
an uneasiness concerning the habit even before scien- 
tific research had been commenced. 

Having due regard to the evidence, it is apparent 
that the yery least we can do with a potentially sinister 
habit is to indulge it with respectful moderation. And 
better still, encourage those not already caught up in 
its web to forego its doubtful pleasures. It might help 
balance the picture in the eyes of the very young if 
the pleasures of smoking were demonstrated to the ac- 
companiment of a hacking cough, nicotine-smeared 
fingers and the less appealing effects the habit inflicts 
upon people. 


GHOSTS AND MONSTERS IN SCOTLAND 

It has always been unwise, when making remarks 
about Britain, to expect that the comment should apply 
to Scotland as well. A book reviewer who should have 
known better has just discovered this, 

The book was about ghosts and the reviewer made 
the sweeping statement that ghosts were dying out in 
Britain, This caused an immediate outery in Scotland, 
with assurances that there was every evidence that in 
that part of the British isles they were, in fact, on the in- 
crease, 

“Ask any man of Scottish blood, particularly along 
the west coast”, declared one indignant Scot. Scots- 
men, ‘t was claimed, are particularily gifted with glimp- 
ses of other forms of life. 

That may explain the eixstence of the Loch Ness 
monster which has once more made its appearance. 
A worthy Scot saw it a few days ago, careening along 
the surface. It was about 30 feet feet long and held 
its snakelike neck and head well out of the water. He 
could not keep pace with it in his car. 

And the Scot was NOT returning from a party.

Fenelon man’s laboratory 
is ‘‘way down under’ 
in land of midnight sun 


A Fenelon Falls man is sitting it 
out this winter with a number of 
earthquake recording devices un- 
der tons of snow in “the land of 
the midnight sun. Robert Halliday, 
30, of Fenelon Falls and Peterbor- 
ough is the man and he is head 
seismologist for the Lominion Ob- 
servatory af the Arctic Circle post. 
He makes his hom, at Resolute 
Bay and visits the under-snow 
recording station once a day. 

This key earthquake recording 
station is located hign above the 
Arctic circle in a concret, vault 
built on bedrock below the perma- 
frost line. In winter it is covered 

Dovitn tons of snow. 

The seismic station was built last 
summer for the Dominion Observ- 
atory by th, federal technical sur- 
yeys department as purt of Can- 
ada’; contribution to the Interna- 
tional Geophysical Year. 

It is located near Resolute on 
Cornwallis Island, 600 miles in- 
side the Arctic Circle and 2,200 
miles northwest of Ottawa. It re- 
places a small station which had 
been in operation there since 1950, 

The entrance to the station is 
covered by 14 feet of snow in wint- 
er This problem was solved by 
having Eskimos build an igloo at 
the doorway, with a tunnel running 
to the surface. 

The department plans to build 
permanent winter entrance on top 
of the station, during the coming 
summer. Entry would be through a 
trapdoor in the roof. 

Instruments valued at $20,000 
have been installed in the vault- 
like station to record earthquakes 
24 hours a day. Special heating 
equipment keeps the instruments 
at a temperature just 1 few degrees 
above freezing. Temperature out- 
side the station in winter averages 
about 45 degrees below zero. 

CANADA'S BEST 

“In general design and spa- 

ciousness, this latest station, most 


he records earthquakes under tons 
of Arctic snow and ice 


northerly in Canada, is the best in 
Canada,” th, department says, “The 
recordings from its instruments 
have made 1 one of the key Sta- 
tions in the world, mainly because 
of its geographical position near 
the top of the earth and its freedom 
from man-made vibrations.” 


Readings from the arctic listen- 
ing post are radioed uaily by Mr. 
Halliday to the observatory in Ot- 
tawa. The observatory then sends 
the readings along wita data from 


other seismic stations in Canada 
to the United States coast and 
geodetic survey in Washington. 


About 80 world stations send daily 
readings to Washington, where ex- 
perts try to locate centres of earth 
shocks. 

The Resolute station equipped 
with nine recording instruments, 
able to detect the smalles; earth- 
quakes anywhere in the world. 
They are picking up tremours not 
detected by other stations. Exact 


Tecordings are belng made of 
earthquakes in the Aleutian Is- 
lands. 


The department had been con- 
sidering improvements to the old 
station when Columbia University, 
New York, offered to donate three 
special-purpose selsmopraphs for 
IGY observations. 

These and six others were in- 
stalled in th, Arctic station last 
November by Dr. Patrick Willmore, 
of Ottawa, observatory seismolo- 
gist in charge of station’s opera-

With the election campaign not 
yet opened, Ottawa economists and 
senior civil servants are expressing 
concern over Conservative and Lib- 
eral election auctioneering ... .

The newest jolt was Liberal 
Leader Pearson’s election platform 
which included promises of a 400- 
million dollar tax cuts. 

The former External Affairs 
Minister took Ottawa veteran ob- 
servers by surprise yesterday when 
he outlined his “something for 
everyone” 10-point program They 
had expected the Lib2ral leader to 
come up with an all-out attack on 
the alleged irresponsibility of the 
Diefenbaker election bait program. 

Politically, the reaction to the 
new Pearson program is favorable. 
Liberals believe their new chief- 
tain has recovered much of th, in- 
itiative which he lost in the early 
day of the campaign with his 400- 
million dollar tax cut program. 

Economists Uneasy 

Leading economists, however, 
viewed th, Pearson platform with 
concern und made no secret of 
their uneasiness. 

With pencil and paper they add- 
ed up that if the Diefenbaker leg- 
islative program meant a_half- 
billion dollars deficit in the next 
budget, then the new 400-million 
dollar Pearson program raised the 
total to 900-million dollars. 

That is a figur, which responsi- 
ble capital circles cannot help 
viewing with a mixture of pessi- 
mism and concern. They are ap- 
prehensive that such a deficit is 
much greater than the economy 
or its credit can stand. 

Already the Conservative legisla- 
tive program includes vast outlays 
on increased pensions, grants to 
provinces, aid to giant provincial 
power projects, assistance to wheat 
growers and myriad public works 
and other items is already water 
over the dam. 

Whichever party wins at the 
polls will have to pay the bills that 
will roll in from it.

On those oc- 


casions too they were without fire- 

fighting equipment adequate to

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DOG PACKS ROAM LINDSAY 

There was a time when it was against the law for 
dogs to roam at large in Lindsay at any season of the 
year but the law (local bylaw) was changed and the 
change is very apparent nowadays ... dogs not only 
roam at large in Lindsay but they roam at large in 
packs. 

Now this is a situation which is anything but good 
and it could lead to some very real trouble. <A lone dog, 
if it is of a mean disposition, is bad enough for an in- 
dividual to cope with but a pack of dogs, led by a dog 
with a dislike for human beings, is a serious threat and 
one which we believe shouldn't be allowed to exist in 
any community, After having seen packs of dogs roam- 
ing Lindsay's streets, and realizing the potential threat 
of these animals, particularly to children, we urge 
Town Council to take immediate action rescinding the 
bylaw which gives dogs their total freedom in the town 

. before something serious happens. 

A couple of years ago Haliburton village ran into 
trouble with dog packs which became very menacing 
to the citizenry, so menacing that people were afraid 
to walk the streets at night alone and some citizens 
were attacked. It shouldn’t be necessary for Lindsay 
to wait until someone is attacked before action is taken 
to prevent dogs roaming the streets unattended. 

We like dogs and we do not believe that all dogs are 
menacing to people but we do know that there are al- 
ways some about which display a savagery that would 
put a wolfto shame. It is these “bad apples” that spoil 
the barrel and, in the case of dogs, all too often assume 
the role of leader. 

It is a privilege to keep a dog in a town... . they 
are not needed for protection and the way to ensure 
that they do not become a menace or a nuisance to the 
rest of the citizenry is to make it illegal for them to 
Tun at large at any season of the year... . spring, sum- 
mer, fal] and winter. 


ITS A SERIOUS BUSINESS NOWADAYS 

Driving a car nowadays is serious business, espe- 
cially on our main travelled roads which permit speeds 
out of keeping with safety except under optimum con- 
ditions. The Ontario Safety League recognizes this 
fact and it has apparently taken it for granted that 
people are going to continue to go around smashing up 
their cars. We assume this because in a new series of 
reminders to “develop interest in the positive aspects of 
correct automobile handling” it gives directions on 
“how best to crash’. 

Here are its suggestions for placing yourself in the 
best possible position of surviving a car crash: 

“What is the best way to crash? The good driver 
knows what to do himself when a collision is immin- 
ent; and makes sure his family knows. 

“Tt can happen to anyone. There are few hospital 
wards that have not heard of the undeserved accidents 
of self-satisfied drivers; many of them did nothing but 
take a curve at an obviously safe speed to be run into 
suddenly, without provocation, by a tree. 

“Some parents teach their families ‘collision 
drill’. At a signal the children in the back seat (doors 
locked, of course) hit the floor. Mother in front slides 
forward, braces her head against the seat, grasps the 
back of the seat with both hands behind her head, 
braces her knees against the instrument panel; junior, 
from the same seat next to the driver, would put his 
feet on the instrumental panel instead of knees. 

“Father at the wheel, in a real crash, should stay 
the brake until the last moment and then, as the im- 
pact occurs, should’swing his legs up on the seat be- 
side him; this reduces the likelihood of getting his legs 
crushed as the forward compartment wraps around 
the engine. He has to act fast, but he should cut the 
ignition at the same time to lessen the danger of fire. 

“The main danger from a rear-end collision is the 
“whiplash” that dislocates necks. Anyone realizing the 
imminence of the crash should brace the neck with 
hands and seat back. 

“Scientific research on cars involved in fatal ac- 
cidents has established that the average speed of the 
cars at the moment of impact with a stationary object 
was 40 m.p.h.” 


THEY HAVE THEIR PART IN HELPING 
ALLEVIATE UNEMPLOYMENT.... 

The MeSCOTAIDULY for alleviating the distress of un- 
employment is not all on one set of shoulders .. . those 
of the federal government. This is a fact despite the 
way the federal political parties are using the problem 
as a political football.

“The Listening Post’, official publication of the 
Canadian Federation of Mayors and Reeves, calls at- 
tention to the part municipalities can play in making 
more etmployment available, especially during the time 
of year when greatest privation might be experienced-- 
the winter. 

Those close to municipal government may find 
some inspiration in the observances of “The Listening 
Post” 

“Unemployment in Canada is higher this winter 
than it has been for a number of years. In some areas 
the situation is worsening. While there is no reason to 
ery hay there is every reason to be concerned. Ca- 
nadians without jobs — and who want to work — should 
have the opportunity to work. It is everyone's respon- 
sibility to help make this possible. 

“Municipal Governments can help. They can 
back the efforts of local industry to keep employment 
at the highest possible maximum. They can encourage 
householders and the business and merchant commun- 
ity to undertake maintenance and interior repairs. They 
can facilitate the special winter requirements of the 
building and allied trades. They can stimulate com- 
munity-wide interest in the problem. 

“And they can do more.... They can examine 
their own work requirements with a view to under- 
taking any municipal job that can be done during the 
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winter, but which, under more normal employment con- 
ditions, could wait until spring, 

“Seasonal unemployment in Canada is partly a 
matter of climate, partly of habit. This winter it is ag- 
gravated by unsettled conditions in certain segments of 
the world economy. It is a time for more than casual 
action by anyone and everyone who is in a position to 
influence or proyide employment. 

“The provision of more winter work produces 
widespread benefits throughout the community. Un- 
employment means a loss of trade to industry and com- 
merce and a waste of manpower that can never be made 
good.

Mr. Morris himself can recall the days when busin- 
ess was really sought after and when the customer was 
a venerated individual whose every comfort was given 
thoughtful consideration by astute businessmen of the 
period. In the early days Mr. Morris associated 
with one of Lindsay’s leading hotels The 
Simpson House. He can recall the fact that rail 
transportation was chiefly responsible for bringing 
people into and taking them out of Lindsay and, as a 
result, the town’s three major hotel operators were 
missing no bets when it came to catering prospective 
customers . . . Each hotel had its own horse-drawn 
“bus” meeting incoming and outgoing trains. And its 
services weren't restricted to customers of the hotel, the 
free ride being extended to all comers. Not only was 
there free’ transportation to and from the train, but 
there were excellent lounging facilities in the hotels, 
comfortable rest rooms and other facilities whieh en- 
couraged people to visit the “county town”. 

Yes, those were the days when the customer really 
did count for something and peopie were really welcom- 
ed to town, a period well remembered by older business- 
men. 


Turning Back The Calendar 


FEBRUARY 10, 1948. 

Ten years ago in Lindsay the temperature reading was 
51-degrees below zero, 4 degrees below the previous low 
of 27 on January 31. In the northern sections it hovered 
around the 40-mark, White River thermometers reach- 
ed a low of 38 for the coldest spot in the province. 
North Bay was warmer than Lindsay with only 28 be- 
low. 


There will be a few tears shed when Lindsay police force 
is called on to put down a riot in the future. Council 
has authorized the purcnase of a tear gas bomb com- 
plete with a dozen cartridges. The bomb, which looks 
not unlike a billy, is worth $34° and cartridges $2 a 
throw. It works on the principle of a gun with a ham- 
mer action releasing the tear gas which sprays out in 
a vapor cloud on the target. Ald. Garbig told Council 
it was not injurious to those on the receiving end but 
rendered them unable to carry on a disturbance. 


FEBRUARY 10, 1933. 

War has been declared on the jack rabbit. In Victoria 
County it is a rare thing to see one, and it is the signal 
for a big game hunt, In the spring of 1932 Carl and 
Orville Smith reported seeing a jack rabbit near Rea- 
boro, and again the next November was noticed by Jack 
Endicott. Determined to prove his find Mr. Endicott 
called in George Pogue of West Ops, and Bolter Reid 
of Lindsay, who organized a big game hunt. The rab- 
bit was apparently more afraid of the dogs than the 
hunters and made for George Pogue who was sitting 
on a fence. George grabbed for his gun but missed a 
wonderful shot when he dropped the gun. Bolster Reid 
braced himself for a shot but fell on the ice. The big 
jack seemed to know more about the game than the 
hunters did. When Orville Smith, after a number of 
tries, wounded him in the leg, the dogs trailed it for 
some distance and finally caught it. It was a fine big 
brown fellow with a white tail. These rabbits have a 
beautiful head with large pointed ears and long whisk- 
ers, and this one was the first seen in this locality.

Hundreds of ice fishermen on 
Lake Simcoe were staranded as 
the drifting snow kept highway 401 
blocked to Toronto-bound motor- 
ists. 

William Cooper, a 50-year-old 
Jackson’s Point fishing hut oper- 
ator died Sunday while leading a 
party of fishermen stranded on 
Lake Simcoe to safety. 

Cooper had made one trip two 
miles out on the snow-swept lake 
and brought several fishermen 
back in his truck. He was forced 
to abandon the truck on the sec- 
on trip but continued on foot to 
rescue another 30 men As he led 
the party back to shor2, he collaps- 
ed and died of a heart attack. 

Mrs. Helen Rose, aged 26, of 
Richmond Hill, was killed Sunday 
when the car in which she was rid-

Ottawa, Feb. 10—(BUP)—Liberal 


Leader Lester Pearson has outlined 
his party's election piotform — A 
a huge one, highlighted by a prom- 
ise of 400-million dollars in tax 
cuts. 

Pearson, back from a three-day 
secret rendezvous, released the pro- 
gram to a press conference today 
It featured a program of tax cuts 
as an immediate answer to unem- 
ployment, but covered every field of 
the economy. 

The tax cut proposals themselves 
had two distinct phases One ser- 
jes of proposals was to 
consumer spending, while the oth- 
ers were meant to stimulate in- 
vestment, especially on th, small 
business level 

To increase consumer spending 
Pearson proposed:

—To raise the basic tax exemp- 
tion for 
first three years of their marriage 
from $2,000 to $4,000. The measure. 
effecttv, this year on the advent 
of a Liberal victory March Sist, 
would apply to couples married 
since January Ist, 1958 and wowd 
mean as much as $290 a year or 
$900 over the three- 
any couple. 


Pearson's plan also called for a 
reduction of four per cent on the

Crow River in the County of Hast- 
ings,

Taylor installed a coin box on 
his 21-inch TV set. 

The device rationed out 15 min- 
utes of Britain’s commercial tele- 
vision channel for six pence (7

Independent television authority 
officer Edward Brownsdon wrote 
Taylor that the authority considers 
it “a breach of our copyright for 
anyone to make a charge to show 
our programs.” 

He said if the pay device were 
not removed, “Then regretfully we 
shall have to consider a prosecu- 
tion.” 

Taylor took the case to a lawyer, 
and removed the coin box pending 
a legal decision.

STUMBLING BLOCKS 


The way of the newspaperman is hard and it ap- 
pears to be getting harder all the time. One of the rea- 
sons for coming to this conclusion lies in the fact that 
the number of stumbling blocks being placed in his 
way by people in public office is on the increase. And 
this is a trend which we neither like nor hesitate to 
condemn. 

It has always seemed strange to us that public 
servants should so jealously guard matters relating to 
public business, often to the point where people are 
prone to suspect there is something to hide. We have 
encountered this sort of thing on different occasions 
in Lindsay and it is yery provoking, especially since re- 
luetance to impart information freely is usually ex- 
plained in such a plausible manner that it can hardly 
be labelled a refusal. A word which would describe 
this sort of thing more aptly than “reluctance” would 
be “awkwardness” . for we have unquestionably en- 
countered this attitude in our dealing with some public 
officials ... In a word, they are not making public in- 
formation easy to obtain . . . they are downright awk- 
ward about it. 

We have been tempted to lash out editorially after 
these encounters in the past but we have usually held 
fire, believing that there might be good reasons. How- 
ever, the more we consider such developments, the more 
we are forced to conclude that often awkwardness it 
making available public information (which should be 
freely given) is attributed to a desire to cover up some- 
thing. 

Believing that the public is entitled to be fully and 
freely informed on public matters, we go on record as 
having reached-the point where we believe it is fool- 
hardy for the press to be sidetracked in its pursuit of 
the facts by officials who choose to be “awkward”. It 
might be a good idea in the future if we record such in- 
stances in detail, replete with names, so that the public 
may know for themselves some of the unwarranted 
obstacles which are placed in the pathway of news- 
papermen. 

In fairness to all concerned, we point out that Lind- 
say is blessed with some very co-operative public of- 
ficers and we compliment them on their helpful at- 
titude but there are a few bad eggs in the basket and 
rather than have the whole lot get a bad name, some 
candling may be necessary.

.... It merely made them seek other places, places where 
natural land contours made the sport practical. 

One of the more popular spots at the present 
time seems to be that sloping area behind the Canadian 
Legion or just west of the Lindsay St. north bridge. 
Judging from the hunks of abandoned cardboard which 
had been used for makeshift toboggans and the number 
of runways down the rather steep embankment, the 
sport has been enjoying maximum participation. And 
there is nothing wrong with the location as long as the 
river is solidly frozen and none of the “sliders” make a 
fast run into open water. 

There is another good natural site for sledding or 
tobogganing and that is up at the golf links but it is a 
long way out and not all youngsters feel like going that 
far.

AN ELECTION THOUGHT 
OF SPECIAL SIGNIFICANCE 
“The coming election will again show the impor- 
tance of the New Canadian vote.” So writes the 
“Canadian Commentator” in an absorbing article on 
the part New Canadians can play in a federal election. 
“The term “New Canadian”, the article by Benedict 


= Heydenkorn points out, “has a different meaning for 


the politicians, the press and the people. The people 
consider all who have neither Anglo-Saxon, nor French 
roots to be New Canadians, with strange names and a 
foreign accent. The politicians are more tolerant, and 
at election time,, exuberantly friendly. As one ethnic 
editor has remarked, by that time the whole ethnic 
press is surrounded by the leaders of the political part- 
ies. Unfortunately, this is the only time that the parties 
show any interest in the New Canadians. 

“J speak here only of New Canadians who have 
their citizenship rights. Their yotes for this or that 
candidate may decide the victory in a constituency. 
And because the proportion of voters who go to the 
polls in Canada is not high, a mobilization of New Ca- 
nadian votes can play a larger role in the election than 
their numerical strength would indicate. 

“How many New Canadians will vote on March 
31? The statistics show that 1,700,000 people entered 
Canada between 1946 and the end of 1957. We may 
assume, without great error, that the number of those 
“entering up to 1952 represents the number eligible to 
vote. Adding the yearly figures from 1946 to 1952 we 
have a total of 789,000 newcomers. 

“Some of these are still children, and some others 
have not yet taken out citizenship. But these are pro- 
bably more than balanced by others who immigrated 
before or during the Second World War but only got 
their papers afterwards, and by the British immigrants 
up to early 1957 (they can yote after only one year's 
residence). Roughly speaking, there may be some 800,- 
000 New Canadians eligible to vote this year. 

“What is their political orientation? Some general 
tendencies may be pointed out readily, and the ethnic 
press gives valauble indications, although it does not 
speak for those New Canadians who have become in- 
tegrated in the life of the country. We will not speak 
of the political attitude of immigrants from the United 
States, because apart from a few individuals they- are 
not the least bit interested in Canadian political affairs. 

“Immigrants from Britain are, by contrast, the 
most politically-minded of all. Everyone who comes 
into contact with them notes their deep interest in 
public affairs, their sound views, and their tolerance 
for different political opinions. Most, if not all, of them 
remain deeply attached to the Old Country, and judge 
Canadian political parties in the first instance, by the 
attitude of these parties towards the U.K. 

“One might think that the Conservatives would 
therefore be their natural choice. But differences in 
social point of view enfer in here. Every immigrant from 
the U.K. is keenly mterested in questions of social se- 
curity. He wants the welfare state; the fact that he 
left his country, with all its social welfare provisions, 
does not at all mean that he does not want these same 
provisions here. And if he was a member of a trades 
union in Britain, he will probably become a union 
member here, although he may have some objections to 
the different union practices, 

“To come to another point: the New Canadians 
are much more interested than ‘Old Canadians’ in ques- 
tions of social security. Many of them grew up in coun- 
tries with a social security system; and most of them, 
as newcomers not yet settled-in, have fears for the 
future. 

“Finally, New Canadians from Burope, for all their 
strange accents and funny names, have a strong desire 
for full rights of citizenship. They don’t like the idea 
of first and second-class citizens — those of Anglo- 
Saxon or French origin coming first, and all the rest 
after. 

“These are the elements which will influence the 
New Canadian vote. The New Canadians are fully

conscious of their rights and privileges, as well as their 
duties. They are politically-minded enough to undér- 
stand that, through their ethnic papers and local ethnic 
leaders, they have the chance to play an even greater 
role in the election than their numbers would indicate 

“Whether the elevation, of the Ukrainian-Canadian 
Mr. Starr to the cabinet and the Chinese-Canadian Mr. 
Jung to the presidency of the Young Conservatives 


_will swing their vote only the election can tell.” 


PROPAGANDA IS NOT RESTRICTED 
TO POLITICAL BROADCASTS ' 

The Toronto Telegram calls attention to what it 
describes editoriaily as “Biased CBC News Reporting” 
and deals with the matter sharply in the article which 
we reproduce in following paragraphs. However, be- 
fore presenting this commentary, we feel it should be 
noted at this time that biased presentations by CBC-TV 
are not restricted to news, if it may be considered bias- 
ed presentation when a publicly-owned communications 
system devotes too much program time to the presenta- 
tion of unpalatable propaganda relating to other public- 
ly-owned services. We have long observed the danger 
in this field of communication which is a monopoly “of 
the first water” and a potential threat to human lib- 
erty by indoctrination, subtly but effectively. 

Here are the allegations of our contemporary: 
Biased CBC News Reporting 

The number of times Mr. Pearson appears on CBC’s 
TV and is reported on CBC’s radio compared with the 
notice this publicly owned medium of communication 
takes of the leaders of the other political parties leaves 
no doubt that CBC news is weighed and slanted in fay- 
or of the Liberal leader. This partiality has become so 
noticeable that many people have complained about it. 

In an election campaign the obligation rests on the 
CBC to be meticulous in its coverage and presentation 
of personalities, news and events. Reputable newspap- 
ers report the news as it occurs in their news columns, 


reserving expressions of opinion for their editorial page.» 


The CBC lacks the facilities of an editorial page but at- 
tempts to circumvent this necessary limitation by exer- 
cising editorial opinion through preferential treatment 
of the news. This is evident by the fact that there is 
far more reporting and televising of what Mr. Pearson 
does and says than there is of statements and activities 
of Messrs. Diefenbaker, Coldwell and Low. 


The CBC’s news reporting, like the news columns 


of newspapers, should be impartial and invulnerable to 
partisan prejudices.

| century from the birth of James 
| Graham, who died in 1933, at the 
, age of 75 years. Until 2 young man 
hg lived in Manchester, attending 
Presbyterian Ghurch and Cedar 
| Creek School, which drilled tne 
| facts of history and the Bible. 

In 1877 the. Grahams left their 
productive farm for a larger one 
in Dalrymple, where the five sons 
| arduously cleared land and built 
| og buildings. Accustomed to varied 
recreation, they helped conduct 
| singing and Penmanship groups, 
also a debating society in the near- 
est log school. However, 1888 found 
only James on the pioneered farm, 
| still tilled by his sons. 

Mr Graham gave years of zest- 
ful service ag township auditor and 
reeye, later assisting in the 1926 
valuation of Victoria County. The 
Narrows Bridge was rebuilt in 1887, 
again in 1913, following his persist 
ent interviews with county and 
province—a complex process, un- 
der the guidanc, of tne late Robt. 
McLaughlin, K.C., of Lindsay. 

Down the years, Mr. Graham ob- 
served a notable sequence of im- 
plements and vehicles. The sickle, 
| barley-cradle and the ox-drawn 
plow gave way for the horse-drawn 
reaper, mower and plow.
